A man qualifying to 'become a physician is examined by medi- 


cal men: an aspirant for the'bar is examined by his peers. 
Some 


measure should he, and in time.will be taken, to make sure.that 
only educated men of a broad, -progressive type are made members 


of school committees.

Some -people arc not in the least, sympathetic to the school sys- 


tem and when this type is elected to your boards of 'education the 
tendency is to retard progress. If is not always because the nieu 
have bad motives; oftentimes good men are out of place. .Many 
'have their faults, some want to economize; some are wedded-to edu- 
cational ideas of former days; some cannot preserve an even temper- 
ament in discussing school affairs. -It is a lamentable fact that men 
of this sort might constitute a majority of the members of 
the 


board.

You don't know how we educators have to fight to get the best 


teachers into our school system, oftentimes a young woman is affil- 
iated with some church or she has friends who hold power political- 
ly arid if we do not adhere to the orders of our superiors there is 
nothing for us to do but resign ourselves. 
Many a. man has been 


elected to school boards on the platform that he would eliminate all 
the poor teachers, but upon taking up his duties as a member of a 
hoard of education he comes' in personal contact with the poor 
teachers. He makes an effort to have them removed from the pay 
roll of the city, but the first thing he knows is that scores of friends 
crop out from everywhere and tell him that she should, foe retained. 
What is the result? The member, in all sincerity, believes that in 


• retaining this incompetent teacher he is carrying out the desire of 


the people. 
He loses sight, of tho fact that while a comparatively 


few would like to see this teacher hold her position, the larger 
number would want her removed if she was not capable of holding 


the reins over children.

school and, there is but one remedy. That is in public sentiment, 
expressed in an understanding .manner, so that a board of educa- 
tion cannot .mistake the feeling in a community.
